MOBILE, Ala, Oct. 28.—President 


Wilson delivered a speech hero today 
before tho Southern Commercial con- 
gress, which appeared to be freighted 
with significance and which served<to 
point with further.directness the pol- 
icy ol the United States, 
not 
only 


toward Mexico hut toward all Central 
and South American republics. 


President. Wilson spent j six busy 


hours In Mobile. He arrived early in 
the morning and was'taken jointly in 
hand by the members of the Southern 
Commercial congress and citizens of 
the city. 
He was breakfasted, driven 


about the city by automobile, taken on 
a Eight-seeing expedition in the har- 
bor, and started back to Washington 
with cheers ringing about his special 
train. 
In his address Mr. Wilson spoke of 


his interest in all things southern. 
South Speaks For Self 


"But today I do not need to speak 


of the south." he added. "She 
has 


perhaps acquired the gifl ot speaking 
for herself. 1 come because 1 want to 
speak of our present and prospective 
relations-with our neighbors to the 
south.

THE MEXICAN ELECTION 


Tho Mexican election lias come and 


gone and the only positive thing It 
b*a done Is to proclaim to the jyorld 
that the worst things said about the 
real,condition of Mexico are too mild. 
Out of a possible 80,000 
voters 
bul 


10,000 went to the polls. Even did any 
one ot the aspirants to the chair nlled 
so unjustly by the 
dictator 
Uueita 


gain every vole cast, it would bo the 
greatest mockery to call the popular 
choice representative. Whatever Mex- 
ico Is, It Is a joke to call It a repub- 
lic. If H ever was one in reality, the 
horrible political unreal, , the revolu- 
tions, the murder of Madcro, the dic- 
tation of Huerta, have destroyed the 
list semblance of democracy. The gun 
and the sword are still supremo in this 
beautiful land dowered so richly by 
nature, and, as for the present, Huerta 
has control of 
the 
guns and, the 


swords, he is liable to hold on to the 
power so wrongfully won. With 
the 


news of the election, which would be 
a Joke were it not no tragic, comes 
the 
significant 
announcement 
that 


Huerta Is going to increase the army 
from 85,000 to 150,000. H will be re- 
membered, he was not a candidate for 
the presidency, but evidently ho will 
manage to hold on to power as long 
as he can. 


The effect of the- election on .what 


is variously known hero as "the Mexi- 
can question" or "the Mexican crisis" 
cannot bo accurately conjectured as 
yet but it will have the very discour- 
aging negative effect of proving that 
Mexico is unable to work out its own 
salvation under present conditions. In 
vi»w of the fact 
that 
the elections 


were so near it was very creditable 
to the president and his secretary of 
state lo do nothing which would look 
like forcing any issue on the southern 
people, bul a negative policy cannot 
be pursued any longer if war breaks 
out In Mexico and the lives and prop- 
erty of Americans are 
endangered. 


Evidently the 
president • was 
better 


informed than many people supposed 
when he advised Americans in Mexico 
lo leave the country. 
Since the last 


revolution Ihcre has 
been 
continual 


warfare of a desultory character, and 
when there Is not even a semblance of 
popular government there is liable to 
lie another great uprising. 
If there is, 


America cannot again repeat Ihe dip- 
lomatic error of leaving Mexican af- 
fairs for the Mexican people to settle. 
Intervention may be tho sequel to the 
parody of an election. 


It must bo conceded after reflection 


that so long as the lives and property 
of Americans and other foreign people 
in Mexico are adequately safeguarded, 
wc have no right to Interfere in its 
affairs. 
Should 
Huerta 
succeed 
in 


bringing order out of chaos by force 
o£ arms, as he may. with congress in 
jail and an Increased army at his bad;, 
we may still refuse to give him official 
recognition but wc cannot Justify any 
unwarranted 
interference. There 
Is 


little danger that the president or sec- 
retary of state., will recommend any- 
thing like Intervention until there is 
no alternative, but one of the strong- 
est moral obstacles lo United Stales 
intervention has collapsed 
with 
the 


miserable failure of the Mexican gen- 
eral election. 


Meantime the other nations ot the 


world will watch tho course of events 
with Interest, knowing that they are 
expected to keep hands off until Amer- 
ica falls to give their citizens the pro- 
tection which we are bound to give 
them If we hold true to the Monroe 
doctrine. Whatever happens, the peo- 
plo of this country as n whole will 
support congress and the administra- 
tion in any course they choose to take, 
It Is doubtful if any form of interven- 
tion would succeed except 
one that 


brought Mexico 
directly under the 


control of the government at Wash- 
ington. 


THE CURRENCY FIGHT 


'At no time since, tho 
question of 


currency reform was brought officially 
before, tho country did tho prospects 
of tho pending bill appear brighter 
than they do at present. At first there 
was an evident haste to rush the 
measure, through so as to have it fol 
low tariff revision 
Immediately, 
but 


though the motive for this was good, 
the mistaken zeal of 
its supporters 


gave opponents of the measure an op- 
portunity to 'work on party prejudice. 
Now, 
however, the president and other 


supporters of the measure have agreed 
to concede points to the opposition and 
though none of these is of vital im- 
portance, the prospects of tho bill be- 
coming law at the present session have 
been materially Improved. Better still 
from the point of vitw of Ihe country 
at large, H looks as though the bill 
will be supported by a strong majority 
made up of all parties. 


One of the surprises of the currency 


revision plan is the suggested scheme 


-of Banker VanoUrlip, president of the 
National city bank, New

Mexican detectives. 


When,, however, they finally left the 


door of the consulate the detectives 
on duty apparently did not recognize 
them and, they walked deliberately 
past.thehi to the pier where they pre- 
sented a card from Consul Canada to 
the officer in command of the launch. 


The'American naval officer .hurried 


them on board the launch, cast off, 
steamed quickly across the harbor to 
the Wheeling and put them oh board.
